BLIZZARD SHUTS DOWN REGION 

Unsurpassed in the lifetime of LC 
students, the blizzard of 1998 swept 

through northern Indiana during the early morning 
hours of Monday, March 9, left little doubt that 
Mother Nature could still be the boss. Waiting anxiously 
beside radios, most students and staff did hear the 

magic words, “No school!" before losing power. 

The 60-mile-per-hour winds continued, packing in ice and snow 
throughout all subdivisions. For thousands, having no power left little 
doubt that schools would remain closed. Teens spent most of their time 
building snow men, sledding and having snowball Fights and even earning 
a few bucks cleaning drives. Brian LaFreniere. 11, said. “I went sledding 
with a group of buddies and tried to cause a little trouble." 

All those icy fingers experienced some agony trying to thaw out- 
no heat! Amanda Shepherd ,11, said. “ I stayed by our fireplace all week, 
because we didn't have our heat." 

For teens and their parents, frustration grew as the long hours 
without power lengthened into unsure promises. While some subdivision 
were powerless until Friday others never lost power. Twins Emily and Carrie 
Yannuzzi ,10 , agreed: Luckily we celebrated our birthday on Sunday, 
because the birthday present to us on Monday was no power." Students 
found friends to stay with through the blizzard's aftermath. 

LC's fieldhouse offered a warming shelter with some 300 people 
taking advantage of its shelter. Showers could be taken while still staying 
warm. April Brumm ,10 , said, “Since we didn't have any warm water, my 
mom and I had to come to school and take showers." The effects of the 
blizzard were far-reaching-including extending the school year until June 
10 to make up four of the five days missed.

Along with 
Superintendent Janet Emerick and 

Senior Principal Sandy Platt, the four new faces 
of Principal Linda Yonke, Junior Principal Adrian 
Richie, Sophomore Principal Dale Petranczyk, and 
Freshman Principal Ken Miller joined forces to 
achieve this goal. “Even though it is a big school, 
we want to feel like a small school,” said Yonke. One 

of Yonke's main goals her first year was to get to know the staff and 
students. 

Another goal that Yonke shared with the reat of the 
administration was the implemation of Block 8 master schedule into the 
1998-1999 school year. “An excellent advantage for college bound 
students and great for laboratory and technology courses,” said Platt. It 
was Platt's duty to complete the Block 8 master schedule, although 
guidance, under the leadership of Mr. Tom Linger, played an essential 
role. Administration believed that Block 8 would open an abundance of 
options for students, who would be able to complete an eight-class 
schedule over a two-day period, since there would be seven classes plus 
a Student Resource Time.

She may 
have looked like your average librarian, but she was secretly a superhero. The clues were quite 
obvious, if you think about it. What other woman would dedicate herself to help out a high 
school full of teenagers and miss only a limited number of days in her 42-year career? She's 
Ms. Kathy Arbuckle and this school year ended her career. 

Hired by Mr. Bibich, Arbuckle was with LC longer than the letters L and C. She 
started her career as a librarian at St. John Township High School and then moved on to Dyer 
Central, where her first “real’' library was located. 

Finally, LC came along and brought some memories with it. Arbuckle was the 
sponsor for the cheerleaders for 33 years and that always kept her on her toes. Sometimes, 
according to Arbuckle, the cheerleaders had to leave for competitions at I.U. after football 
games, and they'd arrive at Bloomington at about 3 a.m. “The girls usually did well," said 
Arbuckle. 

Arbuckle was always a true Indian. She recalled when the boys' basketball team went 
undefeated in 1975-76 and when the football team went to the Hoosier Dome. She was even 
there when the girls' basketball team won state in 1994. “The years Lake Central won the 
sportsmanship trophy at the sectionals were exciting times," she said. 

She also remembers the pain of the old library. Organizing the card catalog was 
always a burden. The old card catalog, however, since then was placed on a computer network 
and Arbuckle was grateful. “After many years of hoping, it became reality," she said. 

Arbuckle saw many years as a member of the corporation. She remains the essence 
of what LC is all about. She knew her library well and will be missed by all who have come 
in contact w ith her.

U ndoubedtly the freshman and jv 
football teams showed LC fans that 

there were still reasons to renew their 
tickets for the following season. 

Despite being riddled with injuries, the jv 
squad labored through a 3-4 season under coach Bob 

Komara. Newcomer quarterback Mike Wilkins, 10, ran the option master¬ 
fully in an opening day upset of the Duenland jv conference champs, 
Merrillville Pirates. The Pirates jumped out to an early lead w ith a punt 
return for a touchdown, but two long Danny Duncan, 10, touchdow n runs 
propelled LC to a 22 14 victory. Safety Jim Haitz collected two intercep¬ 
tions as LC's defense shut down Merrillville quarterback Mike 
Megyesi,l 1. 

LC could not duplicate their first performance. They suffered 
back-to-back losses to Portage and Munster by a combined score of 42-12.

BOYS’ XCOUNTRY CONTINUES TRADITION 

Under the dead heat of the summer sun, they covered 
countless miles daily, preparing their lithe young bodies for 

the eventual 17 minutes of pain. From the beginning, this team faced 
obstacles with their top two runners, Aaron Crague, with a stress fracture in 
the leg, and Ronnie Chalos, with a virus that depleted his muscle fibers,both 
out for an undertermined time of their comeback to the squad. Knowing that 

each member had to pick up the slack and pull from deep down to remain tough competitors in the state, team 
captain Tommy Bolda. told his team, “We all have to pull together now. We have to start running as a team 
and not as individuals.” 

And united they proved, as underclassmen stepped up to the challenge as their captain had 
requested. Individuals such as Brian Sowa and Chris Przeborowski came to prime just as the team reunited 
at the Culver Invitational.

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A SUCCESSFUL SEASON 

Undaunted, the boys’ swimming team concluded a 
successful 13-2 season by placing seventh at the IHSAA 

State Championship at Indianapolis. LC finished third in the 200-Meter 
Medley Relay with a team of juniors Todd Smolinski, and Ray Robinson and 
freshmen Ryan Nigh and Ben Simes. Smolinski placed fourth in the 200-meter 
individual medley with a time of 1:52.57. Jason Mallory of Penn won the 

even in 1:48.53. The Indians 200-meter relay free-style team of seniors Jeremy Willet, Greg Bobo, 
John Kurzawinski and sophomore Shawn Siuba placed tenth with a time of 1:29.33. Kurzawinski was 
tenth in the 100-meter breastroke while Robinson finished sixteenth overall. 

LC won 
the 200-meter relay in 1:41.09. Robinson highlighted LC's individual performances with an 
impressive time of 1:03.57 in the 100-meter breastroke.

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Unfortunately the varsity hockey team struggled to a 13-21 
record under the guidance of first-year head coach Doug Johnson. 

LC opened the season with four straight losses, including an action-packed 
6-3 loss to the Bishop Noll Warriors. They picked up their first victory against 
Marist 1-0. 


Despite their early season struggles, Johnson’s seniors played inspired 

hockey. He said. "We had ten seniors who lettered. They led the team in the direction that they wanted it to go.” 

Seniors Grant Schaap, Jake Budzowski, Adam Brown, J.D. Sickles, and Ryan Early were the leaders on 
the otfensive end for squad. The forward was instrumental in LC's formidable scoring punch. 

The Marist victory was followed by losses to Lincoln-Way and Providence and wins over Munster and 
Fort Wayne Snider. They outscored their opponents by a combined score of 7-2 in those victories. 

After losing three out of their next four games, LC exploded with three consecutive wins over Crown Point, 
Maine, and Marist. After beating the Bulldogs 5-0, LC shut out Maine 2-0. Budzowski scored twice, and senior 
Matt Gorentz and junior Jeff Lock each pitched in an assist. Junior goalie Jason Gargas contributed 15 saves. 

The 2-1 win over Marist was highlighted by senior goalie Ross Kupsik’s spectacular 25-save performance. 
Sickles and senior Eric Hamilton accounted for LC scoring. 

After another three game losing streak, LC downed their local rivals, the Highland Trojans, 4-3. Grooms 
and senior Andy Hazard each scored 2 goals. Gargas pitched in 16 saves. 

LC finished the year with a 9-0 spanking of Indianapolis Ben Davis and a 3-2 loss to Homestead. 

After a mediocre end of January, LC welcomed February with 4-1 win over South Bend Riley. Schaap 
erupted with three goals. Early had 13 saves for LC. 

Without the IHSAA being the governing body for Indian Hockey, LC had to beware of teams that weren’t 
playing fair. “There are no state regulations on the teams we play. Many of them we play are composed of city¬ 
wide all-stars, in some cases the players didn’t even attend the school that they were playing for,” said Johnson. 

Overall, Coach Johnson is happy with the progress that the LC Hockey program has made. He said, “We 
saw our team improve and open their eyes to a part of the game that they hadn't been exposed to before.”

Under water! the LC girls’ swimming team entered last 
season with increased expectations. The team entered with the goal 

of trying to solidify their place among the elite teams in the whole state. Junior 
Miranda Muenich entered the season as the areas premier distance swimmer. She 
did nothing during the season to dispute that. A state qualifier, Muenich excelled 
in the 200 and 500 meter free style races. 

Seniors Carla Ralston and Mandy Tobias were two of the best sprinters during the year. Ralston participated 
in the 100 and 200-meter free styles and Tobias competed in the 50-meter free style and 100-meter backstroke. 

LC began the season with a fourth-place finish at the Kickoff Classic. The Indians trounced the Crown 
Point Bulldogs, 109-78, to capture their first regular season victory. Ralston won the 100- meter free style with a 
sleek time of :56.44. Muenich dominated the 200-meter individual medley. 

The Lady Indians lost their next meet to Valparaiso at home 95-91. The Vikings were led by their 
impressive 200-medley relay team of Rae Pera. Katie Shepherd, Becky Terry, and Kelly Cowsert. LC's Tobias 
shined with her victory in the 50-meter free style. She was clocked at 26.6 seconds. 

After splitting their two games against Highland and Chesterton, LC ripped off two straight wins. The 
Lady Indians spanked Lafayette Jeff 106-80 and also handed the Portage Indians a 114.5-71.5 loss. Junior Kim 
Clayton won the 500-meter free style with a time of 5:37.38. Ralston was victorious in the 100-meter fly in 1:06.20. 
Their 200-meter medley team of Brenna Sweeny, Jamie Wolfe, Kari Kopko, and Becky Siminski led Portage. 

LC finished first in the LC Invitational and won four out of their next five meets. One of those victims 
was Terre Haute South who succumbed to the Lady Indians 149-36. That victory was the largest point total of the 
season for LC. 

The Lady Indians finished fourth in the Penn Invitational behind Carmel, Valparaiso, and Penn. 

After a 114-71 blowout loss to Indianapolis North Central to finish the regular season won their home sectional.
